Henry Howell 
Lewis and Lawrence Taylor Lewis, aa 
well aa the Mercantile Trust and De 
posit company, for an accounting and 
an injunction to restrain them from 
disposing of the proceeds of th e sate 
to J. Pierpont Morgan, who turned 
over the sword to the collection at 
Mount Vernon. 
It was In February. 1f»o» that the 
famous sword was purchased by Mr. 
Morgan at a price of IIRMX!, and short­ 
ly afterw ards the proceeds were turn­ 
ed over to the Mercantile Trust and 
Deposit company for investment pur 
poses. Back of the sale to Mr. Morgan 
and the dispute over the am ount lie* 
a story of lineage which runs to the 
days when General W ashington is said 
to tiave presented the sword to Major 
George W. Lewis, of Virginia.
